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The Division of Nursing Education at Roxbury Community College was 
established in 1987. The goal of the program is to serve the community with 
quality education for a rewarding career in the nursing profession. The 
course of study at RCC leads to an Associate in Science degree. Graduates 
are eligible to take the required NCLEX-RN examination tobecome licensed 
as a Registered Nurse. 

The diverse backgrounds of students and faculty contribute to the unique- 
ness of RCC's Nursing Program. The program admits only 40 students per 
year so that the faculty-student ratio is small, about 1:8. In addition, 
Roxbury Community College attracts a balance of both male and female stu- 
dents to its nursing program. The College is committed to diversifying 
Boston's nursing force by providing a well-rounded clinical and academic 
program. RCC has clinical affiliations with some of the top health care facil- 
ities in Boston, including Arbour Psychiatric Hospital, Boston City Hospital, 
Brigham Women's Hospital, Jewish Memorial Hospital and 
Rehabilitation Center, Lemuel Shattuck Hospital, Massachusetts General 
Hospital, Planned Parenthood/Brookline, Spaulding Rehabilitation Hospital, 
West Roxbury VA Hospital and Youville Hospital and Rehabilitation Center.

Marva Ferguson Nathan is a Project Officer at the 
Heahh Care Financing Administration for four 
Medicare statewide peer review organizations. 
She has contract monitoring responsibility for 
these multi-year contracts whose total cost is 
over $40 million. Ms. Nathan also is a special lec- 
turer at Simmons College in the Graduate School 
for health Studies. She serves as faculty coordina- 
tor for the Institute of Diversity in Health 
Management which is headquartered in Atlanta 
and based locally at the Harvard School of Public 
Health. The Institute's primary objective is to 
increase the number of African- American, Asian^ 
and Latino managers in major health care organi- 
zations through structured 12-week internships 
for graduate students. 

Ms. Nathan began her career in public service 
after earning a Masters of Science in Health 
Policy and Management from the Harvard School 
of Public Health in 1983.
